The resolution adopted by the auto union 
is not directed, in the first place, against 
the Fascist aggressors, though, of course,

he main attack in their resolution is mate 
against those policies of the Roosevelt Ad- 
ministration designed to curb the aggressors 
o much so, that in the fascist nations the 
Auto Workers’ resolution is interpreted as a 
repudiation of the policy of the Roose- 
pelt Administration and as giving aid 
and comfort to the fascists. Regarding China

The Scripps-Howard Editors 


Are at It Again 


® With the red-baiting of their Stolberg 
series, decisively spurned by the Amer- 
ican labor movement, the gentlemen of the 
Scripps-Howard press are now seeking to 
make capital out of the fact that the United 
Mine Workers convention did not remove 
from its Constitution an old clause, adopted 
more than a decade ago, which, among other 
things, is supposed to bar union membership 
to Communists. 


They are joined in this by the reaction- 
ary Herald Tribune, and the New York Post 
features the misleading headline on its front 
pages, “Communists Barred From Miners’ 
Union.” 

The fact of the matter is that there are 
several thousand Communists who are today 
members of the United Mine Workers of 
America. Quite a large number of these were 
recently recruited into the Communist Party 
as a result of the highly successful member- 
ship campaign which brought 20,000 new 
members into the Communist Party in a 
period of four months. It may interest the 
union-busters and red-baiters to know that

The clause in the miners’ constitution, in 
no sense, we feel, signifies a oo of new 
red-baiting of which the ene of labor 
so fondly dream. It represents an unfor- 
tunate carryover in the miners’ constitution, 
a relic of bygone days, and its consideration 


was not part of the prepared work of the 


convention at Washington. 2 


In fact, the Communists did not consid 
it opportune to raise the question at all this 
Convention, especially since it already has 80 
little meaning in actual life. Of the scores 
of Communists at the Convention, not ene 
raised it, and it made its appearance only 
once in the speech of a Canadian delegate af - 
ter the formal adoption of the Constitution. 

Naturally, we would have welcomed the 
elimination of this dangerous clause, partic- 
ularly with the present need not to give the 
enemy any opportunity to divide labor's 
ranks, We are sure, however, that the min- 
ers who know the work of the Communists 
with whom they work shoulder to shoulder 
will soon find ways of eliminating the clause 
from the Constitution as they have elim- 
inated it in life. 

Going forth from the miners convention, 
which is striking such splendid blows at re- 
action, for labor’s progress and democracy, 
the Communists in the UMWA will con- 
tinue to serve their union, modestly and 
with faithful devotion—the union which 
has given the lead to American labor. 

It was natural that the gentlemen of the 
Scripps-Howard press, sponsors of the Trotz- 
kyite, Stolberg’s attempt to knife the CIO, 
would attempt to sneak over another blow 
at united unionism through the above-men- 
tioned clause. It was not surprising that 
they tried to cover up the great achievements 
of the Convention behind headlines fasten- 
ing on this phase of the convention. 

But they are hiding behind a ghost of the 
past. Based on their present-day experiences, 
the miners union will itself bury this ghost 
which gives openings to the enemy.
